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PRESERVATION OF HISTORIC HOUSES. 


HE National Trust is to promote a Bill in Parliament 
oe to enable it, with the co-operation of owners, to 
 gafeguard the future of the larger country houses of 
historic or architectural interest in England and Wales. 
~ Tt is understood that the Bill will receive Governmental 
support when it comes up in the summer. The basis 
of the scheme is that owners shall transfer the actual 
ownership of their houses to the National Trust, while 
retaining the right for themselves and their successors 
to continue in occupation. Relief will be given, if the 
Bill passes, from the accumulative burden of death 
duties and income tax in return for the benefit which 
the nation will derive from the provisions made for the 
proper maintenance and repair of the properties and 
for their inspection by the public. We commend this 
scheme with enthusiasm, and trust that it will secure 
the sympathetic notice of all Parties in Parliament. 
Too many fine examples of historic houses have fallen 
into decay or been pulled down because of the incidence 


of death duties and taxes. It is a great pity that.some. 


similar concession cannot be made in favour of estates 
of established charm and beauty—too many of which 
have been placed on the market in parcels because of 
the-inability of the families owning them to continue 
their upkeep. However, the proposed Bill should play 
a useful part in preserving the mansions, and we trust 
that it will secure a speedy passage through both 
Houses. . 
SHAKESPEARE’S ‘‘GLOBE.”’ 
proposal to erect a new Shakespearean Centre in 
London, on the south bank of the Thames, con- 
sisting of a reproduction (with modifications) of Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘Globe ”’ theatre, in conjunction with a ‘‘ Mer- 


maid” Tavern, recalls the controversy of some years ago - 


’ as to the exact site of the famous theatre. It was generally 
assumed that the site was covered by the great brewery 
' of Messrs: Barclay, Perkins and Co., and a tablet was 
- actually erected there commemorating the “ fact.” The 
late Mr. George Hubbard, however, in a monograph 
‘published in 1923, proved conclusively, by means of 
contemporary engravings and documents, that the 


playhouse stood to the north of Maiden-lane, Bankside, - 


and not to the south, where the memorial tablet has 

been erected. 

The “ Globe,” though not the first of the Bankside 
playhouses, was the most famous, for it was here that 
Shakespeare’s great tragedies were performed and he 

_ himself trod the boards. The “Globe” had a short 
life. It was built in 1599, of timber from the Shoreditch 
“Theatre,” was destroyed by fire in 1613, rebuilt, and 
finally demolished in 1644. The first building was 


_ .Gircular in shape, and the second hexagonal. Mr. 


Kenneth Cross, who is the architect for the new scheme, 
has rightly adopted for his design the circular shape of 
the first theatre, as Shakespeare seems to have had no 
_ association with the second house. (See pages 764, 765.) 


THE ARCHITECT AND THE COMMUNITY. 


c is a healthy feature in modern life that the con- 

ception of social service is to the forefront. So 
far as architecture is concerned, the problem is a dual

minded.” -Of these two, the latter is substantially 


achieved, though there is still room for further social ' 
~ Consciousness in the profession. The former is, how- 


_ @ver, very far from realisation. The few cultured lay- 
-. Men who rank architecture as of importance tend to 
_ lean towards an xsthetic theory which does not help 
' Substantially to reconcile the man in the street to his 
Vital interests in well-designed and well-planned building. 
The man in the street, himself, looks upon architecture

as a luxury for the wealthy, and continues to buy “ off 
the counter.” It is his favour that must be courted 
if modern architecture is to be restored to complete 
reality. 

Architecture is a part of building, not a quality added 
to it, as is so often wrongly imagined, and it must 
enter into the process of building at the earliest stage of 
planning. When the public realises this there will be 
a resort to the employment of the right man for the 
right job. But the architects themselves must carry 
conviction. 


HOUSE REGISTRATION PROGRESS. 


3s be wide and appreciative “Press” which the 

House Builders’ Registration scheme has recejved is 
indicative of an approval which is as sincere as it. is 
general. Although the scheme has not been much in the 
public eye of late there has been considerable activity 
behind the scenes, and steps have been taken by most 
of the Regional Federations to set up regional and local 
committees of house-builders and to consider ways 
and means of holding public propaganda meetings. 
Further duties of the committees will be to adapt the 


model specifications to suit local ccnditions, practice and 
- requirements. There can be no dcubt that the principal 


objective must be to get the scheme known by builders 
and, more important, by house-purchasers, for on thie 
support of the latter the scheme stands or falls. 


There have been some misgivings as to the fairness and 


practicality of the builder’s two-year guarantee to the 
purchaser. Such misgivings can beset. at rest; for the 
undertaking is in no sense a maintenance guarantee, 
but merely an undertaking that if by oversight or 
omission the specification has not been complied. with, 
defects arising will be made good if reported within a 


‘period of two years from the date of sale. This seems 


reasonable enough, and ‘is, in fact, an essential part of 


the scheme if public confidence’ is to be gained and . 


retained. “We endorse the opinion that the scheme 
should benefit every reputable builder and look forward 


to receiving details of the first fruits of a public-spirited 


plan. 
STANDARDISED HOUSE BUILDING. 


"THE ingenuity of architects and others in devising 
-houses to appeal to almost every depth of pocket 
and variety of taste appears to be inexhaustible. We 
have long been familiar with standardised systems of 
construction in steel, concrete, wood and other materials, 
by means of which the house-purchaser has been able 
to obtain the maximum of house for the minimum of 
expenditure, but it has been reserved for the present 
Ideal Home Exhibition at Olympia to show us what 
appears to be a novel method-of design, inasmuch as it 
combines standardisation of construction with a large 
measure of variety in-planning. The method has been 
devised by Mr. R. A. Duncan, A.R.I.B.A., and it is 
illustrated by a variety of plans on page 767. 
It will be seen that the essence of the scheme is a 
rectangle, and at first only the flank walls, the stair- 


.case, the first floor supported on three light steel stan- 


chions, the roof and a few other features are built, the 
floor spaces being left clear for sub-division according 
to the wishes of the particular purchaser. The front 
and back elevations have no settled fenestration, and 
therefore the interior may, within limits, be divided 
up into any desired plan arrangement. Walls are of 
brick, with standard casements of wood or metal, If 
desired, there may be projections outside the rectangle 
in the form of bays and porches. A few of the many 
possible alternative plans are shown in the reproduc- 
tions. Sub-division may be effected by partition 
walls or by the use of fitted furniture. Cost naturally 
varies according to the plan.

A Shakespearean 
Centre in London. 

Some weeks ago we published details 
of the aims of the Globe-Mermaid 
Association of England and America, 
which has been formed with the three- 
fold object of rebuilding Shakespeare’s 
old Globe Theatre, destroyed by fire 
in 1613; rebuilding the old Mermaid 
Tavern, originally located in Bread- 
Street, Cheapside, ~and made famous 
by Shakespeare and his friends; and 
of founding a great Elizabethan library 
and museum for the use of students 
and visitors from all over the world. 
Although the actual sites of the 
three buildings have not been definitely 
decided on, it is hoped to secure a 
prominent position on the South Embank- 
ment of the Thames, where the centre 
would come within the London County 
Council’s scheme for the development of 
the south bank of the river. 


The Design of 
the Buildings. 

Desiens for the Globe Theatre and the 
Mermaid Tavern have been prepared by 
Mr. Kenneth M. B. Cross, M.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., and are illustrated in these 
pages. The new Globe Theatre will be a 
reproduction of Shakespeare’s theatre, 
with certain modifications to comply with 
modern requirements, atid it will be 
double the size of the old theatre. The 
circular building will have a diameter of 
150 ft. A platform stage extending into 
the auditorium, as in Shakespeare’s time, 
will be the chief feature. Seating accom- 
modation will be provided on three sides 
of the stage, and there will be two gal- 
leries. There will be seats for 2,000 people. 
The details of the original building will 
be followed even ‘to the thatched roof. 
The thatch, however, will be placed over 
a roofing of fire-proof concrete. The 
Mermaid Tavern will be in the Eliza- 
bethan style. It will have a frontage of 
124 ft., with genuine half-timbering. At 
the rear there will be a large galleried 
courtyard. Small red Dutch bricks of 
the type used by Elizabethan builders 
will-be employed. It is estimated that 
the complete scheme will cost about

Modernising Rural 
Workers’ Homes. 

fur Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, has made available some striking 
publicity material for use in making more 
fully known the advantages of the 
Housing (Rural Workers) Acts. Under 
these Acts generous grants are available 
for the purpose of bringing rural workers’ 
cottages up to modern standards of com- 
fort and convenience. This is in -full 


accordance with the Government’s policy - 


that no.rural cottage should be needlessly 
demolished if it can be sufficiently im- 
proved by reconditioning or adaptation. 
The publicity material now available 
consists of a poster, -a folder and a booklet. 
It is hoped that before long the poster (of 
which we give a small reproduction) will 
be seen in every place to which country 
people resort, while thousands ‘of copies 
of the folder will be distributed by local 
authorities among those likely to be inter- 
ested. The booklet will be issued to all 
who ask for more detailed information; it 
sets out in simple language the sort of 
defects from which country cottages often 
suffer, the way they can be remedied 
under the Acts, and the arrangements for 
grants, ;

The Need for Schools 
ction. 
Lowpon schools that are “ rotten with

4gainst unsatisfactory buildings by Mr. 
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F. Mander, general secretary of the 
ference of educationists from all parts of 
the country in London recently. There 
was passed a four-point resolution urging 
the London County Council to include in 
its next educational programme increased 
provision for: The radical improvement of 
school buildings and the extension of 
playing-field facilities; the health services 
and nursery school amenities; the 
development of continuative education; 
and considerable reduction in the size of 
classes. The resolution further urged the 
“ necessity for making adequate prepara- 
tion forthwith for. putting into operation 
the provisions of the Education Act, 1936, 
with its full implications.” 

Of considerable interest are the results 
of a questionnaire received from 243 
schools of varying types. Mr. Mander said 
that 72 per cent. of the schools were stated 
to have inadequate heating and no hot 
water, 413 per cent. to be badly lit, and 
183 per cent. to be unsuitable for use as 
schools. In 16 per cent. of the schools 
no staff rooms were provided, and in 50 
per cent. there were no medical inspection 
rooms.. Nearly half the schools had no 
practical rooms. These defective build- 
ings, Mr. Mander said, were in striking 
contrast with the Council’s modern 
school schemes. 


Aberdeen’s Scheme for 
New Civic Centre. 


ImporTtaNT steps have been taken 
regarding the provision of a new civic 
centre for Aberdeen. The present granite 
Town House, at the junction of Castle- 
street and Broad-street, has long been 
inconveniently cramped—much too small 
for the expanding needs of the munici- 
pality. Several sites were suggested for 
the new civic centre, and Mr. Percy 
Thomas, P.R.I.B.A., was invited by the 


Town Council to examine and report on. 


the various proposals. That report has 
now been issued, and is meantime being 
considered by the Town Council and its 
responsible committees. It is learnt that 
after careful consideration, Mr. Percy 
Thomas says he is strongly of opinion 
that the most suitable site for the pur- 
pose is the proposed new city square 
(opposite Marischal College), provided 
the Council sees no objection to the 
removal of Cumberland House. The sug- 
gestion had been made that Marischal 
College might be acquired from the

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DESIGN FOR REBUILDING SHAKESPEARE’S GLOBE THEATRE. 
MR. KENNETH M. B. CROSS, M.A., F.R.ILB.A., Architect. 
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POLICE AND FIRE STATION COMPETITION, 
ROYAL LEAMINGTON SPA. 
A CRITIQUE OF THE DESIGNS 


Tue result of this competition, which 
was limited to registered architects 
within the area of the Birmingham and 
Five Counties Architectural Association, 
must be gratifying to the promoters. 
Although only 25 designs were submitted 
they are of distinctly high quality, and 
even had the competition been an open 
one it is doubtful whether any better 
solution than that of the winner would 
have been obtained. : 

The site is an excellent one for its pur- 
pose; situated within reasonable distance 
of the Parade, and thus accessible to the 
main streets of the town. It has its main 
frontage in Warwick-road,-which is a 
really spacious street planned in the 
Regency period, and flanked for a portion 
of its ‘length by admirably designed 
terraces; én both sides: of Warwick-road 
before reaching Dale-street, these terrace 


houses are on a magnificent. scale, four- 


stories high,’‘embellished with portico 
doorways, those on one side of the road 
in the Greek Doric style, whilst. on the 
other they are Ionic. These blocks cannot 
be much less than 50 ft. high, and one 


of the difficulties in connection with the © 


facade of the new building’ was to keep 
it big enough in scale to prevent its-being 
overshadowed by these fine Regency 
buildings. The main portico of the win- 
ning design is under 30 ft, high, and the 
necessity for its being treated in a simple 
’ though monumental_manner is apparent. 
That design, by Messrs: S.- N. Cooke, 
W. N. Twist, R. Dickinson and H- 
Locksley Hare, is an admirable -solu- 
tion of the problem. 

The site has its main frontage to 
Warwick-road and its flanks to Dale-street 
and: Grove-street respectively, Dale-street 
being on the east and nearer to the 
Parade and the centre of the town. There 
is a fall of approximately 3 ft. from Dale- 
street towards Grove-street, along the 
Warwick-road frontage, whilst Dale-street 
and Grove-street fall somewhat rapidly to 
the south, the total fall being over 21 ft. 

All the premiated designs have placed 
the fire station facing Dale-street, and 
the first and second have their court block 
at the angle of Warwick-road and Dale- 
street, using the remainder of the 
Warwick-road frontage for the police 
station. This, whilst making the eleva- 
tion to Warwick-road asymmetrical, has 
great practical advantages; it enables the 
court accommodation, with its necessity 
for public accessibility, to be concentrated 
independently of the police station, and 
yet for the police station and its cells to 
be easily reached from the court. 

' The third. premiated design, by Messrs. 

Nicol and Nicol and Thomas, has the 
court placed centrally in relation to 
Warwick-road. This centralisation has 
resulted in the police station accommoda- 
tion being intermingled with that of the 
court, and although the difficulties 
arising from this have been cleverly 
solved, it is not so good a_ practical 
solution as that shown in the first and 
second premiated designs. 

On a more detailed examination of the 
winning design, one is first of all struck 
by the fine drill-yard, 135 ft. by 105 ft., 
the fire station being placed on Dale-street 
and the garage for ambulances and police 
cars on Grove-street, with the mortuary 


balancing on the other side of a central 


entrance to the drill-yard. The fact that 


both the garage and mortuary are single- 
story buildings leaves the drill-yard rela- 
tively open to the south-west, making a 
very simple and efficient and sunny 
layout. 

The concentration of the houses and 
maisonettes at the south end of the site, 
and the way in which the staircase to the 
centralised block of maisonettes is related 
to the hose tower show considerable 


- ingenuity. Furthermore, the keeping of 


the slope of the drill-yard as slight as 
possible, and the creation of a lower level 
for the gardens to the house is an inexpen- 
sive solution of the problem created by 
the rapid fall of the site. 

The entrances for the public, magis- 
trates, police station and weights and 
measures are all very cleverly contrived 
and admirably placed. The whole scheme 
is very completely worked out and beauti- 
fully drawn and rendered.~ Minor ‘criti- 
cisms are that the car park to Warwick- 
road does not seem to show the same 
consideration for the easy access of pedes- 
trians to the court as for motorists. This 
will no doubt be adequately dealt with on 
the working drawings—perhaps somewhat 
on the lines shown by No. 17 (Messrs. 
Hickton and Madeley). 

It is a moot point whether the pitched 
roofs to the firemen’s houses are neces- 
sary to give domestic feeling to these 
buildings, especially as the maisonette 
block runs up four stories, and is related 
in design to the hose tower. 


Design Placed Second. 

The design placed second, by Messrs. G. 
Hunt While and A. Ledoyen, has the 
police court and police station well 
arranged. The fire station, however, is 
set back from Dale-street, and the drill- 
yard is therefore small. The design is 
interesting but not so well worked out as 
the winners’; the elevations to the side 
streets are somewhat scrappy, and the 
height to which the flats are carried is, 
I feel, unfortunate. .The scheme has very 
distinct merits, but might well have been 
simpler and more unified in its eleva- 
tional treatment. 


Design Placed Third. 

‘ The design placed third has already 
been mentioned. This scheme has 
attempted to centralise the gqourt in 
relation to the Warwick-road elevation, 
and although this is admirable from a 
purely architectural point of view, it has 
created practical difficulties for its 
authors, not only in the court and police 
station block, but in the layout as a 
whole. The fire station has been forced 
further down the site, and the placing of 
the garage for police cars is not good; 
furthermore, the planning of the firemen’s 


. houses around the main drill-yard is not 


ideal. It appears that concentration on 
the monumental character of the elevation 
to Warwick-road has somewhat embar- 
rassed its capable designers in dealing 
with the scheme as a whole. The unity 
given to the scheme by the use of flat 
roofs throughout is obvious. 

Commended Designs. 

Of the commended designs, Messrs. 
Hickton and Madeley have placed their 
court at the angle of Warwick-road and 
Dale-street. Their classic treatment of its 
elevations shows a sympathetic feeling 
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for the architecture of Leamington, 
layout of the forecourt and car park ; 
excellent, but the drill-yard is small, The 
placing of the police cars and amb 
garages and the fire station workshop js 
poor. The spacious layout around the 
firemen’s cottages has apparently been 
the cause of the restriction in size of the 
drill-yard. 


Messrs. Philip B, Herbert and Philip 


Skelcher attempt a balanced elevation to - 


Warwick-road by making the entrance to 
the police station equal in importance to 
that to the court, which is not good. The 
elevation is a little severe, and the dril! 
yard on the small side, but gardeng are 
provided for the firemen’s houses, 


Messrs. Gateley and Parsons have pm. 
duced a good workmanlike scheme, with 
a centralised entrance to the court and 
police station block, which appears ye 
concentrated. The elevation is rather too 
domestic in character. 


Messrs. A. W. Soden and Partners show 
a most interesting modern scheme, an@ 
its elevation to Warwick-road is perhaps 
the most distinguished one submitted, It 
is unfortunate that the fire station is 
placed on Grove-road, as its access to the 
town would not be so satisfactory as if 
it had been placed in Dale-street.

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low cost, ‘but without the disadvantages 
of a stereotyped.form. Some 20 or 30 
different combinations have been worked 
out, but many more are possible. Thus 
one can have one living room, or the 
space may be divided into two or. three. 
On the first floor there may be three, four 
or five rooms of various shapes and sizes 
and the arrangement can be varied, In 
addition, one may have all sorts of minor 
differences—for instance, french case- 
ments or bay windows; these latter can 
be square, canted or circular, single or 


double storied. They can be in the front - 


or at the back, in the sides or in the 
middle to suit the house or site.’ A house 
may be equipped with fitted furniture, to 
dispense with the need for any large 
pieces. 

Not the least of the advantages of 
houses designed on these lines is that 
the arrangement of the rooms need not 
be permanent. If the house is arranged 
in the first case to accommodate a 
family with children, at some later 
period, when redecoration is needed, it 
can be easily adapted to meet new 
requirements. Steel supports take the 
place of structural internal walls. 
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THE FLAT ROOF AND ITS PROBLEMS—I. 


By EDWIN GUNN, A.R.1.B.A. 


No interested observer of the develop- 
ment of modern architecture (at least as 
illustrated in the technical Press) can fail 
to have become aware of the steady 
advance of the flat roof in all classes of 
recent building. The writer owns to a 
prejudice against the flat roof, deriving 
possibly from a term served in his 
younger days in the office of an indifferent 
architect who habitually evaded difficul- 
ties of planning by the easy road of cover- 
ing all excrescences or irregular forms by 
a flat—in those days usually lead- or zinc- 
covered. It is, indeed, so superficially easy 
to roof any shape witha flat, which frees 
the designer from all problems of roof 
span and intersection, that it is not per- 
haps to be wondered at that, to the lay- 
man, any other form of roof now seems 
practically absurd, so that it is only on 
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the score of sentiment that the pitched 
roof is tolerated. 

Many-“architects, however, who have 
rushed or been stampeded into the adop- 
tion of flat roofing on a large scale, have 
discovered ‘by the usual path of bitter 
experience that the superficially easy is 
less simple than it seems. The flat un- 
doubtedly encourages free (or lazy) plan- 
ning, but brings its own problems which 
eannot be evaded. These problems fall 
naturally into several distinct categories, 
eapable of separate discussion. 


Structural Movements. 

It is seldom recognised by laymen, and 
occasionally ignored by architects, that 
almost any new building undergoes 
certain structural -readjustments or 
“settlements ’”’ during its early years, 
and that these sometimes continue over 
a considerable period of time—from 
shrinkage of timber, contraction of plastic 
materials, drying-out of “mortar and 
similar causes. This preliminary settle- 
ment is independent of seasonal expan- 
sion and contraction due to alternating 
heat and cold, which are’ever-present 
conditions affecting structure‘and cannot 
be avoided. Against both types of move- 
ment some provision must be made, 
unless (as with roofs slated, tiled, or 
covered by relatively small units) a suffi- 
cient degree of self-adjustment can take 
place readily and in perpetuity. The 
matter is further complicated when large 
areas of homogeneous substance, such as 
reinforced concrete, require the formation 
at intervals of expansion joints. specifi- 
cally to admit movement at controlled 
points, for the prevention of disruption at 
erratic ones. In such cases localised 
seasonal movement may be considerable, 
and the problem of making a watertight 
joint at such a point of concentrated yield 
(as compared with the imperceptible self- 
adjustment. of the small-unit covering) 
can be quite troublesome. Direct penetra- 
tion of water can be prevented by inser- 
tion of continuous copper strips. in a. 


cavity at. the junction of the dissevered 
sections, provision being made by one or 
more corrugations in the ductile metal for 
alternate stretching and buckling between 
the sides—see Fig. 1. This treatment, 
however, still leaves the joint above and 
below the strip alternately open or closed, 
and the practice of running it with plastic 
bitumen does not give an ideal result. 
The bitumen squeezes out (as it is meant 
to) when heat causes the slabs to expand 
and close up, but is less prone to refill the 
joint when contraction reopens it, since 
the low temperature which causes contrac- 
tion of the concrete also renders the 
bitumen hard and not plastic. There are, 
however, compounds of rubber-like con- 
sistency which must be inserted as strips 
in the joint during formation (not poured 
in after) which are said to preserve the 
necessary elasticity, 

Reverting to the copper strips, it is im- 
portant to consider not only the cross- 
section, but the terminal detail at either 
end, where water is likely to emerge in- 
conveniently. 

In the foregoing discussion, the struc- 
tural needs of buildings sufficiently large 
in area to dictate the provision of slip- 
joints have been treated, but in all build- 
ings, large and small, where the preserva- 
tion of an unbroken waterproof layer is 
essential to weather exclusion (that is to 
say on.a flat roof) disconnection of the 
roofing substance from its supporting base 
is the safest principle. In the earliest 
days of asphalt flats, when it was the 
custom to prepare a roof-structure of con- 
crete between filler-joists, screeded over 
and asphalted in one continuous layer, 
after a few normal years the positions of 
the steelwork could often be detected from 
above by cracks in the asphalt covering. 
This was not invariably the case, some 
asphalt-mixtures preserving a sufficient 
degree of elasticity to yield to the inevit- 
able movements beneath, but the symp- 
tom was sufficiently common to cause un- 
easiness and lead to exploration of 
possible preventives. Curiously, the line 
of escape seems to have been shown by 
competitive methods of flat-roof covering 
first applied to boarded roofs. This type 
of roof, consisting of one or another type 
of bitumen-impregnated fabric applied in 
several layers incorporated by bituminous 
adhesive, and variously finished on the 
surface, was found to give unexpectedly 
Satisfactory results, particularly when 
“floated” on an underlayer of fabric un- 
fixed by adhesive to its base. It was but 
a step to apply the same principle to con- 
crete flats, and from this a step further 
led to the severing of mastic asphalt 
coverings by the interposition of similar 
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layers between them and

Margins. ; 

The termination of a flat roof over the 
external walls of a building may be either 
by a prolongation beyond the walls t 
constitute a cornice or eaves, or by a pro- 
longation upward of the wall to form g 
parapet. The former course offers prac. 
tical advantages, in the protection it 
affords to the walls beneath, bearing in 
mind that the Building Research Station 
have stated with emphasis that most of 
the leakages in walls) which they are 
called upon to investigate occur in cages 
where no sufficient eaves-projection has 
been provided. But since the excuse for 
flat roofing generally is that the roof 
space can be used as a terrace, the 
parapet wall is the most favoured method, 
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and this device opens the way to a deal of 
trouble. It is often forgotten that a 
parapet wall is exposed to the weather 
on both sides, and as effective copings 
which will throw off water which falls on 
the parapets are out of fashion, it is no 
exaggeration to say that they are com- 
monly open to assault on three faces. A 
word in passing on this question of 
copings. Undoubtedly the fashionable 
omission of this once indispensable item 
gives a very slick appearance on draw 
ings and in the Press photograph taken 
on a bright day just after completion, but 
the effect following a wet week, or per 
manently after a few years’ weathering, 
is noticeably less pleasing! 

Accepting the parapet, however, the 
vital thing to secure is that saturation of 
the wall shall be. if possible, prevented, 
and if it occurs shall be confined to the 
exposed walling, and intercepted from 
soaking downward to appear below ctik 
ing level — quite a common feature of 
parapeted flats. The safest practice 
in the provision of a dampcourse at least 
6 in. above roof level and continuous with 
the roof covering, in combination with 3 
waterproof coating of the inside of the 
parapet wall (Fig. 3). In cavity construc 
tion, the cavity should continue @? 
through the parapet, with divided damp 
course as at the base of the wall.

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THE MANCHESTER UNIVERSITY SCHOOL. 
OF ARCHITECTURE 
THE WORK OF THE SCHOOL 


Tue Honours School of Architecture was 
founded in 1903 under an arrangement 
made between the University, the Man- 
‘chester. Education Committee, and the 
Manchester Society of Architects. This 
joint control came to an end in 1922, and 
the School is now solely under the control 
of the University. The Department of 
Architecture, with the Division of Town 
Planning, since has been housed under 
the one roof, with all the necessary accom- 
modation of studios, lecture rooms, 
library, materials bureau, etc., but the 
rapid development of architectural educa- 
tion and the steady growth of the school 
have made it clear that the present build- 
ings will shortly become quite inadequate. 
Consequently, plans for an entirely new 
and fully equipped building are included 
in the ambitious development programme 
envisaged by the University, and for 
which an appeal for funds recently has 
been launched. 

The School was among the first three te 
attain “ recognition ”’ by the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects. Similarly, its 
town planning courses are among the few 
at the present date “ recognised ” by the 
Town Planning Institute. 

The courses offered in the School of 
Architecture are of four types. There is 
a Degree Course, requiring matriculation 
as an entrance qualification (Joint Matri- 
culation Board of the Northern Universi- 
ties’ standard), and a Diploma Course, re- 
quiring the passing of, or exemption from, 
the University Entrance Examination. 
Also, a five-year Professional Course and 
a five-year Part-time Course, for both of 
which the preliminary qualification is the 
same as that for the R.I.B.A. Probationer- 
ship. The Town Planning courses may be 
taken only by candidates who already 
have reached an advanced stage in studies 
in architecture, surveying or engineering. 
The Certificate Course in Town Planning 
involving two years of part-time study, 
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is followed by the Diploma Course, of one 
year ‘‘day”’ study. The examinations of 
the latter qualify, with certain reserva- 
tions, for Associateship of the Town Plan- 
ning Institute. 

The subjects of study are, of course, 
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largely predetermined by the rigorous pro- 
fessional requirements of the two Insti- 
tutes which the School incidentally repre- 
sents, but a University has yet broader 
cultural objectives to serve. Hence the 
studies for the major qualifications include 
such as languages and mathematics, and 
all courses, “ decoration ’”’ and other art 
subjects, are approached both from a 
critical and from a practical point of view. 

As to policy, no attempt is made to turn

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out students all. from the same mould, 
but rather each one is given every 
encouragement to develop his own indi- 
viduality to the fullest extent. The initia- 
tive is with the student. He is not forced 
to stylism nor encouraged into hectic 
essays in “‘modernism.’”” The objective is 
to. produce a man of understanding, 
capable of discrimination and efficient 
practically. Historical facts are laid before 
him.. Essays and criticism tempt him to 
exercise his faculties. Recital of contem- 
porary necessities enthuses him. Hard 
structural facts restrain or confound him. 
Whatever results he may produce, he is 
assessed by those inexorable standards 
which the School has consistently main- 
tained. Despite fashions in draughtsman- 
ship or in style, the cult of this or that, 
the School has maintained an even keel, 
a steady policy which has brought it a 
certain reputation. The benefit has been 
reaped by its graduates. They are now, 
with the necessary exception, architects, 
or, if not, they are indefatigable, opti- 
mistic and resolute town planners; or they 
are teaching architecture.

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ENGLAND’S CORONATION 
~ CHURCH, 


Sm Banister FLETCHER, 
P-P.R.I.B.A., F.8.A., at the Central Schoo 
of - Arts ‘and © Crafts, recently gave a 
lecture on our national monument and burial 
place, the Abbey Church of St. Peter, at 
Westminster, illustrated by lantern viéws 
and a special model of twocomplete nave bays. 

The history of the Abbey and ‘its monastic 
buildings showed, he said, how intimately this 
great church of our Empire is connected with 
the history of kings, heroes, monks, and 
people who had attained to fame in different 
walks of life, and how through the centuries 
it has been the scene of gorgeous coronation 
pageants, down to that of the late King 
George V and the forthcoming coronation of 
King George VI. The lecturer briefly de- 
scribed all that could be gleaned about the 
Confessor’s church, the pioneer example of 
the Norman style in England, and proceeded 
to unfold the story of this magnificent church 
with Henry III’s monumental choir, sanc- 
tuary and transepts—specimens of almost un- 
equalled beauty of the Early English style in 
its later development, bearing a strong re- 
semblance to many features in Rheims 
Cathedral, the Coronation Church of France. 

The lecturer then described the monastic 
buildings, which formed the scene of the 
domestic life of the Beredictine monks who 
for several centuries lived and died there. 
Finally he described the latest product of the 
Gothic style, Henry VII’s Chapel, with all 
its richness of panel and pinnacle, and “its 
marvellous pendant vault—a masterpiece of 
English masonry, suspended like a cobweb in 
stone.”

EXHIBITION AT SIR JOHN SOANE’S 
MUSEUM. 

THERE is at present on view at 
Sir John Soane’s Museum, 13, Lincoln’s 
Inn: Fields, W.C.2, an extremely interest. 
ing exhibition of the contemporary en. 
gravings of St. Paul’s Cathedral, repro. 
duced as the 54 plates of vol. xiv, Wren 
Society, for 1937. These have been. col- 
lected from a variety of sources, such as 
the -Pepysian, Bodleian, King’s Library, 
Sir John Soane’s and St. Paul’s Libraries, 
As. most of them were officially issued, the 
coppers, paper and printing being paid 
for out of the building fund, under the 
direct . supervision of Sir Christopher 
Wren, they: show what his intentions were 
at given periods. Thus, the 1702-3 engray- 
ings. illustrate a different dome and 
western towers from those of ¥710, and it 
becomes possible, with the aid of data 
drawn from the accounts, to fix a period, 
probably the winter season of 17045, 
when a final decision as to their design 
was taken. 

There are many points of interest in the 
engravings as, wherever they show 
departures from what is actually executed, 
we get a glimpse of the ideas passing in 
the mind of the architect at the time. 

Robert Trevitt, the best of the en- 
gravers, was. very directly employed by 
Wren, who paid him himself, being after- 
wards repaid by the fund. There is a 
valuable indication. of the original 
wrought-iron railing round the statue of 
Queen Anne-at the west end. This was 
Tijou’s last- work in England. It was 
removed by the Commissioners, who, after 
they had taken over the buildings, re- 
placed by a cast-iron affair to match the 
main railing, which, against Wren’s 
advice, they had ordered and carried out. 

There are two valuable drawings of 
1672, showing the state of old St, Paul’s 
after the Fire of 1666. These were made 
by Thomas Wyck, and give valuable in- 
formation on the subject of Inigo Jones's 
recasing of the Cathedral in 1631-41. The 
return face of the transept is. shown, 
which is not given anywhere else. The 
original sketch, purchased by Viscount 
Wakefield, has been presented by him to 
the Guildhall Library. The other sketch 
of the west end is given from the Gough 
Collection in the Bodleian. 

Another interesting drawing is that by 
John Talman, of the old bell of West- 
minster, which was bought for St. Paul’s 
and recast. This is given from the 
original in the Library of the Society of 
Antiquaries. 

There is also on _ view, lent by 
Viscountess Ridley, a most interesting oil 
painting on copper, by John Griffier. This 
is a view from the hill at Greenwich 
overlooking the hospital, with the City m 
the distance. It was painted in the 
summer of 1704, as St. Paul’s is shown 
without the cupola. The Monument and 
several of the towers and spires then 
completed can be made out. A point of 
particular interest is that one of the twin 
domes at Greenwich is shown completed 
so that the fact that this cupola is earlier 
than St. Paul’s.is brought home to us. 
This dome was being plastered inside im 
1704, the year in which the wards began 
to be occupied. The Observatory on the | 
extreme ‘left of the picture is shown a8. 
built by Wren and before it was altered. 
There are .many other points of great . 
interest in this painting, which is remark- 
able for its minute accuracy.

THE present state of Lime Grove 
gives no hint as to the ultimate layout 
of this part of the University. The 
whole of the area south of Burlington- 
street has been planned so that the 
predetermined plan can be carried out 
as opportunity occurs. When the 
remaining houses in the Grove are re- 
moved and the staff house and 
refectory opposite the arts building are 
built, the result will be a large grassed 
quadrangle, of which the library will 
form the western side connected with 
Oxford-road by a grassed and tree- 
planted approach, the axial line of 
which will be the centre of the library 
and on each side of which will be 
the balanced masses of the arts build- 
ing on the south and the staff house 
and refectory on the north. 


The external materials of the library 
building are red brick and Portland 
stone, the latter being used for the 
base and for window dressings and 
angle quoins. In form it is a rectangle 
160 ft. by 38 ft., with a slightly pro- 
jecting wing at each end, that on the 


south given to entrance, staircase and 
administration ; that on the north to 
small reading-rooms, one of which con- 
tains the Christie Collection. The 
centre between the bays contains two 
large reading-rooms one above the 
other, and below the reading-rooms is 
the book stack in three decks connected 
to the upper floors by service:staircase 
and lift. 


The main reading-rooms, 103 ft. by 
30 ft., are arranged in bays, seven on 
either side of a central aisle formed by 
the oak bookcases which reach from 
floor to ceiling, and each bay is lighted 
by a large window. The bays of the 
upper room are vaulted, and the centre 
aisle carried up above the arches of the 
vaults. The two lafge rooms will hold 
170, and the smaller rooms 40 readers, 
and there are carrels in the stack to 
accommodate 70 more, who can work 
there with direct access to the books, 
of which there are 300,000 relating to 
the Arts and allied faculties, 55,000 in 
the reading-rooms, and 245,000 in the 
stack housed in steel racks. The ulti- 


mate requirement will be for 1,000,000 
volumes, and extensions to meet these 
requirements are part of the completed 
plan for the ultimate layout.

THis new office building of the 
Friends’ Provident and Century 
Insurance Offices, in St. Peter’s- 
square, Manchester, is a handsome 
contribution to the transformation 
of this important area in the City, 
facing as it does the Midland Hotel, 
and being in proximity to the 
new Town Hall extension and the 
new Library. In the construction 
of the building a high standard of 
design and finish has been effected 
in due keeping with its surround- 
ings, and its prominent and valu- 
able position is likely to be an 
attraction to high-class firms who 
require offices of the most modern 
type in which to transact their 
business. : 

The new block has a frontage of 
over 100 ft. to St. Peter’s-square, 
and a frontage of about 55 ft. to 
Mosley-street. The building has 
been designed by Mr. A. W. Roques, 
F.R.1.B.A., who has planned it with 
the main idea that his scheme will 
harmonise with the civic buildings 
in the immediate vicinity. The 
elevations are faced with Portland 
stone having a plain base with 
rusticated stone above, and finished 


with a mansard roof covered with 
Lombardic _ tiles. The window 
sashes are made of bronze and give 
a pleasant finish to the building. 
There are three entrances, one at 
each end of the main corners and 
one at the centre of the frontage to 
St. Peter’s-square. These entrances 
lead to very well lighted and 
spacious offices. There are pas- 
senger lifts serving the basement, 
ground and five floors above. Steel- 
framed construction with fire-resist- 
ing flooring have been used,-and the 
whole of the internal finishings 
have been designed and fitted in 
keeping with the external appear- 
ance of the building. The light- 
ing, heating and general equip- 
ment are on the most modern prin- 
ciples. The main entrance hall 
from St. Peter’s-square has been 
suitably panelle@ in marble, and at 
once strikes the visitor by its 
attractiveness. 


The building is being partly occu- 
pied by the owners, the Friends’ 
Provident and Century Insurance 
Offices, as their headquarters for 
Manchester and district.

Tus new block is situated on the 
north side of the hospital at 
Withington, and approached from 
the main hospital wards corridor 
by a new corridor 8 ft. wide at right 
angles. 


The buildings are one-story, 
built with a blue-grey brick base 
and special yellow-coloured cement 
walls over. All windows are of steel 
horizontal pattern. The block .con- 
sists of patients’ waiting-room; 
dental room; main sterilising and 
theatre store room; two recovery 
wards; duty room and sick room; 
changing room with lavatories and 
shower baths for doctors and 
nurses ; two large operating theatres, 
one septic, one aseptic, with scrub- 
up room; sterilisation and soiled 
dressing-room to each; and an 
anesthetising room, which lies 
between the two theatres, and is 
used in common. There is also a 
nose, ear and throat operating room, 
which can be completely blacked in 
by means of dark glass and blinds. 


The floors of the corridors, opera- 
ting theatres, sink rooms, etc., are 
of terrazzo, cream-coloured; walls 
being tiled broken white to dado 
height in corridors, etc., and full 
height to the theatres, scrub-up 
rooms, sink rooms, etc. The nose, 
ear and throat room has patent 
black finish to floor and black egg- 
shell finish tiles to walls and ceil- 
ing. The recovery wards, dental 
room, waiting-room and changing 
rooms havé polished wood block 
floors and plaster walls finished with 
glossy paint. Corridors are lighted 
by means of top lights. Over the 
operating theatre, in the roof space, 
is contained all apparatus for heat- 
ing the operating theatres, etc., on 
the Plenum system of washed warm 
or cold air as required. All rooms 
have concealed heating panels on 
walls and ceiling. Messrs. J. H. 
Billings and Co., Ltd., of Man- 
chester, were the builders.

THE HALL. 





THis scheme, when completed, will 
include a church, and the large hall is 
used for services in the meantime. The 
accommodation consists of the large hall 
seating 250 people, two smaller classrooms 
for 80 and 60 respectively, minister’s 
vestry, kitchen, lavatories, a caretaker’s 
flat, and a heating cellar. The outline of 
the present buildings is L-shaped, par- 
tially enclosing a forecourt which will be 
completed by the future buildings. ‘The 
walls are faced with Higgins’ 2§-in. sand- 
faced bricks, with frieze and coping, and 
door architrave to the main entrance, of 
artificial stone. The roof is covered with 
‘* Reynardo ’’ roofing tiles, windows are 
steel casements in wood frames, floors are 
of rift sawn Columbian pine im boards or 
blocks, most of the internal joinery being 
also of Columbian pine. The Communion 
rail and table, pulpit and panelling are of 
oak left in.its natural colour. These are 
all designed to be easily removable. The 
contract price for the building was £3,340.

_ THe arrangement of the units of this build- 
ing was designed to harmonise as nearly as 
possible with the average sequence of actions 
of members, their friends and visitors. The 
administration and medical officer’s depart- 
ments were so placed as to be in direct com. 
munication with the ‘ active’’ part of the 
building and visitors and intending members. 
The inner hall and gallery were planned at 
the centre of the whole scheme, with which 
the changing-rooms, attendants’, drill hall, 
gymnasium, special and club rooms and 
instructors’ rooms were directly - connected. 
The double cross-shaped plan arose out of 
the desirability for cross-ventilation and 
good natural lighting, and made it possible 
to dispense with undesirable passages. 
Although the sun deck was not asked for, 
its provision seemed a valuable asset to such 
a building. The approach to the spectators’ 
gallery was placed as near as possible to the 
main entrance, and would probably have been 
improved if it had also been accessible from 
the entrance hall and café. 


The building was to be constructed mainly 
of reinforced concrete with steel framing in 
the drill hall and gymnasium, hollow tile 
floors and roofs and steel framed windows. 
The external finish was to be of non-crazing 
cement. with the wall areas divided into bays 
by expansion joints. The interiors of the 
drill hall, gymnasium, inner and entrance 
halls and café were to be lined with sound- 
absorbing building boards; other walls and 
ceilings of painted plaster in gay colours; 
lavatories and changing-rooms with tiled 
dados; drill hall and gymnasium floors were 
to be of narrow width Columbian pine board- 
ing on wood joists and sleeper walls. No 
artificial ventilation was considered necessary 
with such an open arrangement of units. 
The heating was to be by means of accelerated 
low-pressure hot water radiators and mechani- 
cally stoked solid-fuel boilers. 
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COMPETITION FOR A PHYSICAL TRAINING CENTRE, MANCHESTER : WINNING DESIGN.

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Ir there be people still who | 
doubt the value of the architect 
in planning an exhibition, we 
recommend them to visit the 
current “Ideal Home” show 
at Olympia. ‘Within its limits, 
and these are pretty wide, of 
being @ popular show, the 
Exhibition deserves high 
raise for the efficient lay-out 
and attractive manner of dis- 
play, and on both these scores 
the Daily Mail and their archi- 
tect, Mr. lan Jeffcott, F.F.A.S., 
deserve congratulation. 

The treatment of the Grand 
Hall is effective, the central 
figure being the 15 ft. statue 
of the King, by Sir William 
Reid Dick. This is placed at 
the west end of the hall, and 
is flanked by a panoramic back- 
ground of the principal build- 
ings of London. On the north 
and south sides of the hall are 
two series of panels set in three 
planes and depicting typical 
peoples and scenes of the 
Empire. Two of these panels 
are illustrated in these pages. 
As in position, each panel is 
29 ft. long by 17 ft. high. The 
roof of the hall is hung with gold 
gauze, and this tone is general, 
except for the relief afforded by 
‘gaily coloured bannerettes. 

It is, as has been said, a 
popular exhibition, but there is 
at least one lesson that ex- 
hibitors at the Building Exhibi- 
tion might take to heart. All 
the stands are covered in with 
striped awnings, and those exhibitors at 
the Building Exhibition who left their 
non-structural stands open at the top 
might make a mental note for 1938 of the 
neat effect visible from the gallery. 


The Special Features. 


Architectural interest at the ‘Ideal 
Home” always centres in the special 
features, in which the tendency is in- 
creasingly to engage architects or those 
with architectural knowledge. Mrs. 
Darcy Braddell has contrived a neat plan 
and attractive decorative scheme for the 
children’s ‘‘ Piccaninny Corner” — an 
interesting feature of which is a girls’ 
workroom, a kitchen and a laundry—all

gas-equipped by .Gas Light and Coke Co. 
Mr. ¥F. R. Yerbury, not content with a 
wide experience of the culinary arts of 
Eyrope, has obviously studied these 
matters ab origine—if one May so judge 
from the extremely delightful series of 
‘* Kitchens of the Nations,’ which have 
been designed by him and carried out by 
Messrs. W, Aumonier and Sons. Four of 
these are illustrated in these pages. 
Exhibits of the Gretna Green Black- 
smith’s shop and the Crypt of Glamis 
Castle are fortunately so crowded as to 
prevent one gaining admittance, but the 
Exhibition of Scottish Art and Historical 
Relics is well worth a visit to study the 
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small but choice collection of 
silver, pewter, glass and oils 
by contemporary artists. 


The Housing Section. 

The Housing section is sound 
without being distinguished. 
There is a noticeable absence 
of curved windows, which 
seems to indicate that specula- 
tive builders are once more 
veering towards the traditional. 
Half-timbered examples and at 
least one thatched house are 
shown. One of the best houses 
is that shown by Messrs. John 
Laing and Son, Ltd. This is 
one of the several designed by 
architects (in this case by Mr. 
Arthur W. Kenyon, F.R.1.B.A.) 
and is undoubtedly one of the 
best planned in the show. 
Another good example, more 
traditional in flavour, is that 
designed’ in lime-washed rustic 
bricks and reed thatching by 
Mr. A. L. Abbott, F.R.1.B.A. 
This is built by Messrs. Y. J. 
Lovell and Son. 

Mr. R. A. Duncan, A.R.1.B.A., 
has an interesting experiment, 
on the whole highly successful. 
This is the “ All-in-Home,” 
which is without structural 
internal walls, the division into 
rooms being effected by the 
fitments themselves. This 
enables the purchaser to 
arrange the house more or less 
at will. Sixty-four different 
permutations and combinations 
of internal subdivision are 
claimed to be possible. Steel 
supports take the place of structural 
internal walls. The builders are Davis 
Estates, Ltd., and a special feature is the 
“ Ascot’ gas hot-water fitments. (See 
also page 767.) - 

Those interested in “ unit planning ”’ 
should see the Boulton and Paul bunga- 
low. Extremely simple in design, it is 
constructed on a prefabricated unit 
principle, is simple to erect, and may be 
extended. The construction is Western red 
cedar, and there is a cavity to give insula- 
tion. The roof is flat, laid to a slight fal! 
at the back. Built-in furniture may 
be fitted. Hot-water is given to kitchen 
and shower by an “ Ascot” gas heater.

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Another interesting bungalow is that 
exhibited by the Hurlingham Bungalow 
Co., Ltd., and designed by Messrs. Culpin 
and Son, F. and A.R.I.B.A. Walls are 
timber and the pitched roof is covered 
with Marley concrete tiles, sand-faced. 
Hot water is supplied by gas. 


BUILDING EXHIBITS. 


Following are brief details of some of, the 
principal ‘stands of interest to architects and 
constructors :— 


Heating and Lighting (Grand Hall).

High-class apparatus for hot-water supply 
and central heating for industrial and house- 
hold purposes is shown by THomas PorTERTON 
(Hwatinc Encrnzers), Lrp., on Stand 56. Of 
special. interest, perhaps, are the workin 
examples of the automatic, gas-fired thermal- 
storage water heaters and the multiple units 
for bulk supply. Gas-fired central heating 
boilers for low-pressure hot-water heating 
with remote control thermostats are also 
demonstrated, and should interest many 
architects. A comprehensive selection of 
“« Devon ”’ fires in faience, tiles and red brick 
is shown on Stand 67 ‘by Canpy AnD Co., 
Lrp. . The constructional principle on which 
these fires are built result, as many architects 
are aware, in considerable economy of fuel 
and diffusion of heat. There is a wide range 
of colours. ‘‘ PhurnoD”’ natural smokeless 
coal for all types of hot-water boilers, central 
heating plants, slow combustion stoves and 
automatic domestic. boilers is shown on 
Stand 79 by PowsLt Durrryn AssociaTED 
CoLLIERIES. 

An interesting point in connection with the 
Rawiptuc Company’s exhibit (Stand 80) is 
the stand design which takes a rather 
unusual shape owing to the position of the 
space necessitating design from two 45 deg. 
angles. . The double-sided fascia has been 
thrown across the stand at an angle to permit 
a clear view along the main corridor. The

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THE INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS 


ANNUAL DINNER 


On Tuesday evening the annual dinner 
of the Institute of Builders was held at 
Carpenters’ Hall, E.C. Mr. 8. P. Purkiss- 
Ginn (President of the Institute) was in 
the chair, and among those who supported 
him were Sir Victor Warrender, Bart., 
M.C., M.P. (Financial Secretary to the 
War Office); Mr. E. Stanley Hall, M.A., 
ete. (Vice-President of the R.I.B.A.); Sir 
Banister Fletcher, Past-President of the 
R.I.B.A. and Master of the Worshipful 
Company of Carpenters; Major Sir Robert 
Tasker (Chairman of the I.A.A.S.); Mr. 
Leslie Mansford (Master of the Worship- 
ful Company of Tylers and Bricklayers) ; 
Alderman W. E. Pitt (President of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers); Mr. J. M. Theobald (Presi- 
dent of the Chartered Surveyors’ Institu- 
tion); Mr. R. L. Roberts, M.A.; Mr. Basil 
C. Aldous (Past-President); Mr. W. H. 
Forsdike (Vice-President); M. H. H. 
Hardy (Chairman of the Headmasters’ 
Conference); and Mr. A. E. Cutforth 
(High Sheriff of Hertfordshire). 

The loyal toasts having been duly honoured, 
Sir Victor Warrender proposed the health of 
the Institute of Builders. In doing so he said 
he thought it was not inappropriate that a 
member of the British Legislature should be 
called upon to propose the well-being of the 
Institute of Builders, because the function of 
that Institute was not very far removed from 
the one which the lawmakers of the country 
also tried to perform. There was this in 
common in the first place, that if the members 
of the House of Commons built upon insecure 
and badly laid foundations, the edifices they 
sought to erect would give signs of decay and 
crumble just as would those of builders under 
comparable conditions. Further, ~ unless 
proper and well-thought-out preparatory work 
was done, neither builder nor legislator would 
achieve anything in the long run—perhaps of 
the two the legislator would be found out a 
little sooner than the builder. If earlier 
generations of legislators had made fewer 
mistakes, and if the builders of houses before 
the days of those present at that dinner had 
built better houses, we should be free from 
many of the social problems which beset us 
in this decade. But it was hardly for him to 


talk about. the great industry of building: 


being a layman, he must be unfamiliar with 
it. He would say that the objects for which 
the Institute existed were of the first and 
foremost importance, because the happiness 
of any people must depend to a verv large 
extent on the conditions under which they 
lived, and that. was why the Government of 
this country, and indeed the Governments of 
all civili countries, paid so much attention 
to the rebuilding of derelict and insanitary 
houses. Just as we judged past civilisations 
by the buildings, or ruins of buildings, that 
we found to-day, so should we, in our turn, 
be judged by the standard of building we 
obtained in our own time. 


Rearmament and Building. 

Continuing, the speaker said : ‘‘ We at the 
War Office are, as usual, not behind the 
times. Unfortunately, in recent years, owing 
to financial stringency, and the policy which 
successive Governments have pursued of 
cutting down expenditure upon service votes, 
our building programme has fallen very far 
behind. I do not think we should be blamed 
for it, but nevertheless it is most regrettable. 
It was only natural that when money was 
scarce and Parliament was loth to see any- 
thing but the lowest possible Army estimates, 
the Army Council should have insisted that 
what money it had to spend should be devoted 
towards the fighting efficiency of the Army 
rather than to anything else, and so it was 
that for some-years little or nothing was spent 
in improving barracks.and the conditions in 
which our soldiers had to live, Now I am 


glad to say that the country has at last 
realised that this state of affairs could not 


‘continue, and we have to-day embarked upon 


an enormous programme of building for the 
improvement of the living conditions of 
the troops. Some of the Press have attempted 
to make out that we are building what they 
call luxury barracks. If an adequate system 
of heating and hot water with which to wash 
and shave are luxuries, then I am afraid we 
must plead guilty; but what we are en- 
deavouring to do is to replace out-of-date 
barracks and hutments which should have 
gone by the board many years ago, and to 
give to the British soldier what he is fully 
entitled to, and that is a reasonable standard 
of comfort in which to spend his days in the 
Army. 

“But not only have we got a large 'build- 
ing programme in respect of barracks, we 
have also got a great deal of building to do 
in the erection of new factories and increased 
accommodation for the machines and vehicles 
with which a moderm army has to be 
equipped. Like other branches of life, the 
Army is rapidly losing what some of us think 
its picturesque side, and is becoming indus- 
trialised. To-day the British soldier marches 
upon wheels fa caterpillar tracks, and these 
vehicles and new weapons of war have 
naturally to be housed, and -in this respec 
we are to-day making great demands upon 
the building industry. Not only the Army, 
but the Air Force, too, is requiring new 
aerodromes and new buildings in which to 
house the increased number of machines we 
are at last to have. Thus it is that, although 
it is not sufficiently widely realised to-day, 
I believe, that the industry which you repre- 
sent is taking a very leading place in the 
rearmament of the country. The general 
public is far too apt to believe that rearma- 
ment consists simply and solely in launching 
ships of war, providing cannon, tanks, 
machine-guns and rifles, making munitions 
and shells. It is far too apt to forget that 
under modern conditions building takes a 
most important place in the whole question 
of rearmament, and I would like to take this 
opportunity, on behalf of the Secretary of 
State and the Army Council, to thank those 
of you who have so willingly and so freely 
offered their advice to us in this great build- 
ing programme which we have undertaken. 
Our experts at the War Office are constantly 
telling me of the great courtesy and kind- 
ness, and the good advice which is always 
open to them eas those occupied in your 
industry without any return whatsoeyer, if 
and when they desire to seek for advice in 
matters of building. I am quite certain that 
the same spirit which has produced this help- 
ful co-operation and assistance will continue. 
It is something which we who are responsible 
for the expenditure of large sums of money 
look forward with confidence to continuing 
in the future.” 


Some Problems of the Building Industry. 
Replying to the toast, the Chairman said 
that most institutes and corporate bodies had 
decided long ago that the chairman or presi- 
‘dent should hold office for only one year, no 
doubt with the intention that the minds of 
those chairmen and presidents should not be 
too much taxed in composing the speeches 
they had to deliver upon occasions such as 


~ that. He believed that in this matter he had 


the sympathy of the past-presidents of other 
societies, because whereas they had only to 
reply on one occasion, he had to inflict his 
voice upon the members of the Institute for 
the third consecutive year, the first occasion, 
of course, being dye to the sudden indisposi- 
tion of his predecessor. That night he was 
in the fortunate position that if anything he 
said did not meet with the approval of mem- 
bers or guests, the members would be able 
to turn to the guests and say that his remarks 
did not matter, as he would be out of office 
to-morrow. 

The President continued: ‘‘ Listening to 
our programme of music this evening, it has 
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seemed to me there is a sort of parallel 
between music and building. In music yp 
have travelled from the simple to the com. 
plex, from the complex to jazz; from Handel 
to Stravinsky—who, in certain of his pieces 
you may remember, requested performers i, 
turn their instruments upside down—to the 
invasion of the incompetent. In building we 
have travelled from the traditional to the 
modern, in which some of our  buildj 
science has been turned upside down; from 
the modern to the invasion of the incom. 
petent; from the peaceful harmony of other 
times to the modern racket of hurried build. 
ing, and from racket to the racketeering of 
incompetents who invade our industry and 
degrade our calling. 

‘* There has been,”’ eeded the speaker, 
‘*a heartening revival in the demand for 
building. To-day it should be my pleasure to 
be able to say that the lean years are over 
and the anxious days now past. True, the 
lean times are over, but the anxious times are 
by no means past. That peaceful prospect, 
“Back to the normal,’ appears to be almog 
as far distant as ever. Quite apart from the 
disturbance, and there must. be. some disturb. 
ance, from national building programmes of 
abnormal dimensions, the industry 
to be infested with incompetents or philan- 
thropists bent upon giving twenty-one or more 
shillings for a pound. Why? The whole 
answer to that question would contain many 
reasons, but I think if I asked the ques 
tion here it would be agreed that what archi- 
tecture, surveying and building need to ensure 
the full expression of the arts and sciences of 
building which the country requires for its 
well being, is a great slum clearance measure 
of the unqualified and undesirable who-live 
parasitically upon the structure of our indus- 
try. Many people still seem to think that the 
prime qualification for a career in building 
is to have no qualification for any other. For 
instance, not so long ago a director of a 
scholastic body brought his son to the Insti- 
tute to discuss his ission to the industry, 
giving as his reason that he had had his son 
psycho-analysed, and, as the psycho-analyst 
had told him the boy would be no good for 
engineering, he had therefore better go into 
building ! This all too common attitude 
towards the industry brings me to a matter 
which is very near to one of the chief interests 
of the Institute—the due education of entrants 
into the industry and the due flow of suitably 
educated youth for such a career. Some years 
ago the very small percentage of secondar 
schoolboys entering industry was noted it 
an authoritative report. We members of the 
Institute are not only painfully aware of this, 
but share the growing concern about the 
character of secondary school education from 
the point of view of an industrial career. 
To-might we are: honoured with the presence 
of Mr. Hardy, chairman of the Headmasters. 
Conference, and I believe Mr. Hardy mill 
understand and realise our feelings when I 
say that we hope that those who carry the 
great responsibility of secondary school educa 
tion will be able to introduce some mog¢ 
tion towards life in industry without damage 
to its ideal of education for citizenship. 
seems to us that the contact which has long 
been developing between the technical 
and such institutes as ours has undow 
been mutually helpful in the solution of our 
common problems. It would, I am sure, 
beneficial to building, and not I think with- 
out profit to general education, if a similar 
contact existed between the secondary 
and our Institute.”

THE SCIENCE AND BUILDING 
EXHIBITION 


LECTURE ON «DAMP WALLS” 


In a talk at the Building Centre given 
in connection with the Science and 
Building Exhibition arranged by the 


Department of Scientific and Industrial 


Research, Mr. R. Fitzmaurice, of the 


’ Building Research Station, dealt with the 


subject of damp walls, concerning which 
the present season had brought a heavy 
crop of inquiries to the Station. 

The problem, he said, was more diffi- 
cult than that of strength in buildings, or 
even fire-resistance, because so many 
factors were involved in it. There was 
first the average rainfall in the particular 
locality, which might vary in the British 
Isles from 30 in. to 200 in. a year, to 
be taken into account. It would be 
possible to take the contours of rainfall 
over the country and to say that a 9-in. 


brick wall unrendered would be good 
‘enough for, say, 30 in. contours, and so 


on. But this would not end the matter, 
because every seven years or so there 


‘might. be a specially wet winter, such 


as the present one, or that of 1929-1930, 
when reports of failures due to damp 


simply poured into the Building Research - 


Station. It was also necessary to take 
into account the severity of exposure of 


-various buildings to rain driven by the 


wind. Where there was a lack of shelter, 
as in the end house of a terrace, more 
care had to be exercised in the choice of 
materials and methods of construction to 


‘keep out damp, than in less exposed 


situations. In the present state of know- 
ledge he thought the safest course in an 
area of fairly heavy rainfall would be to 
look round and see what local builders 


-had been in the habit of doing for past 
‘years, 


Constructional Soundness and Design. 

_ The lecturer then dealt with the question 
of the design of the building itself. ‘‘ Very 
often,”” said the speaker, ‘‘'the client thas a 


fim idea of the type of building which he 


wants; he may want a house in the Georgian 
manner, or in his own peculiar manner, or 


‘something extremely modern. The architec- 


tural. style of the house has a bearing on the 
problem, and the important question is 
whether or not there is shelter at the top 
of the wall. With a pitched roof, a generous 
overhang at the eaves, and not too severe 
exposure, the wall will be very considerably 
sheltered; a much lower quantity of rain will 
fall on the wall than in the case of a building 
The lesson to be learned 
from that is that where there is not 
shelter at the top of the wall it is necessary 
tobe much more careful; there is much more 
likelihood of trouble. The extreme modern 
tendency is to abolish almost all excrescences 
and to have an absolutely plain box. It is 
much more difficult to, keep the wet out of 
the vertical walls of these plain boxes, be- 
cause they have no shelter at the top. The 
style of the building does definitely influence 
the construction and materials which should 
be used for the walls from the point of view 
of keeping out the wet.’ 


Discussing the manner in which materials 
used in building affect the problem of keep- 
ing out the wet, Mr. Fitzmaurice pointed out 
that the majority of traditional walling mate- 

ave @ porous structure. He explained 
water was sucked into a brick by capil- 
ary action rapidly at first and then much 
ed slowly, the rate varying widely for dif- 


_ ‘tent varieties of brick. It might be taken 
. tic that if sufficient: rain was blown 
1.0 contact with a brick wall for a sufficient 


time, sooner or later the inside of the wall 
ust get wet. Hence one did not find people 


experimenting with solid brickwork untreated 
in any way on the Cornish coast, and even 
along the south coast it was rare to see solid 
brick walls unrendered or unpainted, and 
if one did see facing brickwork, probably 
there was a cavity wall behind. 

It might be argued then that the best thing 
to do was to use a dense material which 
would not let the rain through at all, as an 
alternative to porous brick. The matter was 
not quite so simple as that, however, because 
not only had the bricks to be taken into 
account, but the joints between them. The 
problem of the mortar joint, he thought, was 
the worst that had to be faced. Dense 
mortar and dense brick or stone might be 
used, and yet the wet would come through, 
because it was extraordinarily difficult to 
obtain a perfect bond between mortar and 
brick. ‘‘If we take a fairly strong cement 
mortar,” declared the lecturer, ‘‘ with well!- 
chosen sand and with cement in the ratio of 
3:1, and make up some specimens in the 
laboratory, they will be almost absolutely 
impervious. Sandwich that wet mortar be- 
tween two bricks which may be of low 
pang but which have some porosity, 
and they will start to draw the -mois- 
ture from the wet mortar, and we shall 
not have the same mortar at all. Then there 
is the serious fact that these mortars tend 
to shrink as they dry out. They must start 
life wet, and they must attain a drier con- 
dition afterwards. In that drying process the 
mortars shrink, and that leads to the forma- 
tion of fine channels between the bricks and 
the mortar. These fine channels are micro- 
scopic, and probably cannot be detected by 
examining the face of the wall, but yet they 
exist. 


Mortar-channels and Damp. 

“We have made a number of tests at the 
Building Research | Station,’’- Mr. — Fitz- 
maurice continued, ‘‘on walls built with 
various mortars, using a number of different 
kinds of brick. We test them by having a 
perforated pipe along the top, which allows 
a film of water to trickle down the wall. That 
is probably a more severe condition than 
usually obtains, but we have the astounding 
result that in the case of a 9-in. brick wall, 
carefully constructed, with almost every 
mortar and with a number of hand-made, 
sand-faced bricks, the water trickles through 
at the back in something less than five 
minutes in quite an appreciable number of 
places. That is evidence of the existence of 
these small channels which are formed 
between the brick and the mortar. It is not 
very much use taking an undue amount of 
care to use very impervious bricks if these 
channels are going to be formed between 
brick and mortar which will let the wet 
through so quickly.” 

There was thus, he continued, the 
apparent anomaly that water was more liable 
to go quickly through a dense, non-absorp- 
tive brick or other wall unit than through a 
porous one. The explanation, he suggested, 
was that when rain was blown against the 
porous wall it was absorbed uniformly all 
over the surface of the wall, and when it 
stopped raining evaporation took place from 
the wet brickwork and the water came out 
again, so that as long as the rain did not 
continue until the wall was wet through 
everything was all right. On the other 
hand, with a dense brick or stone wall, 
natural or artificial, the rain, instead of 
being absorbed, started to run down the wall, 
so that a continuous film of water was formed 
on its face which might turn in and run 
right through in fine channels between the 
brick and mortar and appear very rapidly on 
the inside. In the same way, rainwater ran 
as a film over a mackintosh worn in the wet 
and. was. absorbed in a 
wearer might be perfectly dry in the mackin- 


greatcoat. The- 
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tosh, but woe betide him if the mackintosh 
had any cracks or holes, because rain would 
pour through these immediately, The idea 
of appl ing rendering to a brick wall oe 
involved putting a mackintosh on it, whic 
sounded a perfectly reasonable thing to do. 

Most of the renderings used since the War 
were dense and very impervious. ‘‘ Un- 
fortunately,’ Mr. Fitzmaurice continued, 
‘in addition to being dense they have been 
very prone to shrinkage cracking in par- 
ticular, and when there are cracks in this 
very dense, impervious surface, the water 
which is running down the surface in a con- 
tinuous film turns in through the crack and 
wets the wall behind, soaking into the wall 
behind the rendering; and, when a spell of 
fine weather follows the rain, evaporation is 
prevented, or, at any rate, enormously 
slowed down, by the dense rendering, and 
so the wall lies water-logged behind the 
rendering until more rain cémes along and 
makes the position at times worse than if 
there had been no rendering at all.” 


Advantage of a Porous Skin. 

The work which had been done at the 
Building Research Station on rendering 
seemed to suggest that the solution of the 
problems of both cracking and rain exclusion 
lay in using rendering of a more porous tex- 
ture—in abandoning the mackintosh and put- 
ting on a.greatcoat. A heavy squall of rain 
instead of forming a continuous film of water 
over the wall would be absorbed into the sur- 
face. The surface would hold the water 
during the squall and when fine weather came 
evaporation would take place. 

In leaving the subject of rendering, Mr. 
Fitzmaurice said that there had been a 
vicious tradition in the industry that because 
it was to be covered up with a rendering any 
old brick would do. There never was a 
worse fallacy. Bricks, as was well known, 
varied enormously in their content of soluble 
salts, principally sulphates, which originated 
during the manufacture and firing of the 
brick. ‘‘It is safe to say, I think,” de- 
clared the lecturer, ‘‘ that ‘the best _brick, 
other things being equal, is the one with the 
lowest content of readily soluble sulphate. It 
is characteristic of cement renderings at any 
rate, and probably of the more porous lime- 
cement renderings as well, that they are vul- 
nerable to attack by sulphates in the presence 
of moisture under really damp conditions ; 
and therefore if you cover up a brick which 
is full of sulphates with a rendering, the two 
are going to quarrel, A very large number 
of failures from this cause have been brought 
to the notice of the Building Research 
Station, usually in the complete failure of 
the rendering, and it is very troublesome in 
such cases to know what to do with it after 
it has failed. I would emphasise, therefore, 
that a job which is going to be rendered is 
one which demands the utmost circumspection 
in the choice of brick to go under the ren- 
dering, or else the utmost care in seeing that 
water does not have access to the wail be- 
hind the rendering, because these troubles 
with sulphates occur only when moisture has 
access to the wall.’ 


The Cavity Wall. 

In dealing with cavity walls, the lecturer 
emphasised the importance of the cavity 
being continuous, and the avoidance of mor- 
tar droppings or anything else in the cavity 
which might form a bridge of a fine porous 
structure which might conduct moisture from 
the outside cavity to the wall inside. There 
were people who said—and they became very 
indignant if one did not agree with them— 
that the only satisfactory cavity wall was 
the one which was filled, and the filling 
advocated was usually asphalt or some bitu- 
minous preparation which was poured in as 
the work went up, or waterproofed cement 
mortar. Asphalt, he thought, might give @ 
perfectly watertight wall if the job was care- 
fully carried out, but he believed there was 
much the same risk of a capillary bridge 


with-an asphalt-filled cavity as there was with 


an empty cavity. 
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The Hollow-Clay Unit. 

** There is another family of’wallings,”’ Mr. 
Fitzmaurice continued, ‘‘ which are solid in 
the sense that they are made up of blocks 
which are not separated by. any cavity—the 
hollow-clay unit. It is curious that in this 


country this type of unit is not very exten- . | 


sively used, but so far as I can make out 
it is almost universal on the Continent, or at 
any rate in Central Europe, for domestic 
work, The German type of block is used 
very much in South Germany and in the 
Rhineland, and within-a radius of 100-miles or 
so of the factory where these blocks are made 
they have almost swept the field.’’ There were 
several convenient features about that type 
of block. The largest block was of-such a 
size that it was conveniently handled by the 
bricklayer with-one hand. It had a rather 
nice ridge at the top which the bricklayer 
could hold very conveniently. In effect, it 
gave a perfect capillary break right along at 
every horizontal joint. - In laying. the: walls 
out they “‘ battered ’’ the ends of the blocks, 
and there was a ag capillary break in the 
mortar joint. “ We tested a wall of these 
blocks at the Building Research Station,” 


said the speaker, ‘ and. it was far and away

the best of any of the solid walls which we 
have ever tested there. The wet came through 
a 14-in. brick wall in a dozen or more places 
inside half. an hour, but at the end of six 
or seven hours it had not come through this 
wall of hlocks at any pa. The. wall. was 
built earefully, but without any special care. 
imagine very much the same effect is 
obtained with the American units. The 
makers have exploited the possibilities of the 
shape of the unit, and I hope we shall see 
the same sort of thing in this country, 
because it does away with the possibilty of 
bad workmanship and: accident; it is almost 
fool-proof, and that is what we want.”’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Fitzmaurice dealt with 
the special-difficulties in dealing with: window 
frames and parapets. In the case of window 
frames, he stressed. the danger of using plastic 
fillings which: would not remain plastic tos all 
time, in inaccessible places. The parapet, he 
considered, introduced a very difficult prob- 
lem, since it got wet from both sides, and 
since it was difficult to get a coping which 
would-not crack. Personally, he favoured the 
use of two damp-courses in parapets in spite 
‘of the seemingly high expense. Similarly, he 
advocated. a damp-course in chimney stacks, 
where not: only did-the bricks suck in water 
but gravity made it go down the stack. 


SOME LEGAL ASPECTS OF- WATER SUPPLY—I.

THE provision : of ‘a -water’ supply ‘to 
occupied: houses «(as well as to sehools) 
is a matter of equal interest to both 
owners and occupiers of property, and to 
all those engaged in the development of 
new building estates. Frequent disputes 
arise in regard to various matters as, for 
example, as to whose duty it is to main- 
tain and pay for the repair of communica- 
tion pipes from water mains to the build- 
ings themselves: Such matters may be 
the subject of some statutory provision 
governing water undertakers or even of 
local by-laws under some enactment; and 
it by no means follows that the position 
in every locality is the same.- Even the 
question of water fittings (which covers 
@ host of matters ranging from pipes, ball 
and stop-cocks, etc., to waste water pre- 
venters, baths and cisterns) may be sub- 
ject to divergent regulations. For instance, 
the absence of water-fittings as prescribed 
iby by-laws under the Metropolitan Water 
Board Act,: 1932, is a nuisance under the 
Public Health (London) Act, 1936 (Section 
97), and “is presumed to render the 
premises concerned unfit for human habi- 
tation. Under the Public Health Act of 
1936, local authorities may make by-laws 
with regard to water-fittings. These by- 
laws must be published in the London 
Gazette a month before the authority 
makes its application to the Minister of 
Health for confirmation. 


These articles will deal with the rights, 
duties and obligations of -owners and 
occupiers of premises in regard to the 
supply of water which it is the duty of 
every local authority to supply within its 
particular district. As the new Public 
Health Act, 1936, comes into force in 
October of this year, the position outside 
London (or, more correctly for the present 
purpose, outside the area of the Metro- 
politan Water Board) is given as that 
which will exist on October 1 next, the 
~ fixed for the commencement of that 


The Act mentioned above repeals the 
Public Health (Water) Act of 1878, and 
incorporates certain sections of. the 


5 ? 


- Waterworks Clauses Acts of 1847 and 1863, 
‘and Part IV of the Act contains the pro- 
visions with regard to water supply. It 
must be particularly noticed that the 
1936 Public Health Act deals only with 
the supply of water by water undertakers 
who are local authorities. In the case of 
other statutory undertakers they are 
governed by the rules and regulations 
contained in their particular Acts, but it 
should be noticed that these private Acts 
incorporate those sections of the Water- 
works Clauses Acts required by those Acts 
to be so incorporated. 

The -following bodies in England and 
Wales have power to supply water, viz.: 
water companies and individuals em- 
powered by general or local Acts or pro- 
visional orders; local authorities; joint 
boards formed by the union of urban or 
rural districts for a common _ water 
supply, and private proprietors. The 
supply in the Metropolis by the Metro- 
politan Water Board will be dealt with 
separately. 


OUTSIDE THE METROPOLIS. 
i. Supply of Water. 


It is the duty of every local authority to 
take necessary steps for ascertaining the 
sufficiency and wholesomeness of the 
water supplies within their district, and 
to secure, as far as is reasonably practic- 
able, that every house and school has 
available within a reasonable distance a 
sufficient supply of wholesome water for 
*‘ domestic purposes.”” This requirement 
can be met by providing a supply of 
water to every part of their district in 
which danger to health arises from the 
insufficiency or unwholesomeness of the 
existing supply, and a general scheme of 
supply is required and can be carried out 
at a reasonable cost. It is furthermore 
the duty of every local authority under 
the Act to require owners of houses to 
provide a supply of water thereto. 

_ Any local authority that supplies water 
under the Act may supply water for any 
other purposes.. Very general powers are 
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given to a local authority by Section 136 


. of the Public Health Act, 1936, as to the 


manner in which they may carry out thei; 
obligations as stated above. Very shortly 
they can construct, lease, or, with the 


- approval of the Minister of Health, pur. 


chase, by agreement, waterworks, pmr. 
chase (with the Minister’s approval) 
water undertakings of any statutory 
undertakers, contract with any local 
authority or other person for a supply of 
water, and avail themselves of the pro. 
visions: of the Supply of Water in Bulk 
Act, 1934. If the local authority construct 
works for taking or intercepting water, 
they must first.obtain the approval of the 
Minister of Health. _ Rural. authorities 
proposing to carry out works for the 
supply of water to any part of their 
districts must give notice of their pro- 
posals to the parish council of each parish 
to be served by the works, or, if there is 
no.parish council; to the parish meeting. 
Lastly, local authorities who supply, or 
are about to supply, water under:the Act, 
have the like powers and duties, and are 
subject to the like restrictions in regard 
to the laying and maintenance of water 
mains as they have, and are subject to, in 
respect to the. construction and mainten- 
ance of public sewers within or without 
their district, - 


ii, Communication Pipes. 
The Act,:as has been stated, incor- 


-porates certain sections of the Waterworks 


Clauses Act of 1847, and the whole of the 
Act of 1863, Section 15-excepted. The re- 
placed sections of the 1847 Act deal with 
communication pipes to be laid by 
the undertakers, and by the inhabitants, 
but it is provided by the 1936 Act that 
those provisions are to apply only in 
districts, or parts of them, where the local 
authority lay any pipes for the supply of 
any of the inhabitants, and that com- 
munication pipes to be laid by the inhabi- 
tanta are subject to the provisions of 
Section 121 of that Act. That section gives 
power to any owner or occupier of 
premises entitled under the Act to take 
a supply of water from the mains of 4 
local authority, to break open any street 
to lay communication pipes, and to 
inspect, repair and renew any such pipe 
serving his premises. But before doing 
so, a person who proposes to lay a com- 
munication pipe must give the authority 
notice of his proposals and the authority 
can, within 21 days after receipt of this 
notice, inform him that they intend to 
make the communication themselves. — If 
he proceeds to make the communication 
after receipt of such notice, he becomes 
liable to a fine not exceeding fifty pounds. 
Where a local authority have given notice 
as above they have the same rights in 
respect to the communication as the 
person desiring it would have, but they 
need not make the communication until 
they have been paid the cost of the work, 
as estimated by the surveyor, or security 
for payment has been received. If the 
payment made is in excess of the ex- 
penses, they must repay the surplus and, 


-on the other hand, should the sum paid. 


be less than the actual cost of the work, 
the balance can be recovered from the 
person for whom the work was done. 


iti. Disputes. 

Any disputes which, under the incor 
porated sections of the Waterworks 
Clauses Acts of 1847 and 1863, were 
directed to be settled by an inspector are, 
under the Act of 1936, to be settled by 4 
Court of Summary Jurisdiction.

MancuesteR Building Trades Exhibi- 
tion, the 15th of the series, was opened 
on Tuesday by Sir Alexander Gibb, 
PRS.

I have been informed 
that the present system is to use white cement 
mixed with yellow sand to give it a cream 
colour. If my outside walls were cemented on 
with a thin covering of this mixture, would it 
be a permanent job, or should I have to have 
them distempered over every two or three 
years as at present?

Stmr,—The cracking is due to one side of 
the tiling being exposed to a high tempers 
ture, and the other to atmospheric tempera 
ture. The result is a continual heat trans 
mission through them, and if the temperature 
gradient through them is sufficient cracking 
is unavoidable. They should have been:given 
a backing of asbestos or similar material 
which would have given protection from. the 
heat. These tiles have an excellent appear- 
ance, but are not suitable for high tempera- 
ture. applications, especially when the heat 
is on one side of the tile only.

Steaming in Shop-front.

Sir,—The admission of cold air upon the 
surface of the plate glass is not desirable. 
An entirely sealed window enclosure is pre- 
ferable, made quite air-tight and with 
moderate warmth. This may not be suitable 
for all trades, but may be varied by using 
top and bottom ventilation to the fronts 
create constant movement of air where open 
access is required.

Sm,—The steam formation on the glass 1s 
due. to the temperature difference between 
the two faces of the glass, and the shop being 
improperly ventilated, so that the steam, etc., 
collects at this end.

MODEL CLAUSES. 
Tag previous clauses have dealt with 
the various classes of uses to which lands 
can be put, and the term “ zoning > is 
applicable. We now come to the matter 
of “density,” which means the extent to 
which the land can be covered with 
ildings. 
oe of land over which the density 
ig measured can be some acres in extent 
and is termed a “land unit.” The term 
“building unit” is then evolved in order 
io state a density. A building unit is 
a dwelling-house, and other buildings 
take up varying bases which are com- 
tive with this. A large shop, for 
instance, may be classed as two units, 
while a flat may be only half a unit. In 
this way it is possible to state a schedule 
density of a land unit as being of not 
more than 10 building units to the acre. 
By such means it is possible to bring 
open spaces into the area of the land 
unit, and this with advantage. On the 
other hand; if pursued unduly, it would 
be able to pack houses on a portion of 
that particular land unit at a rate of 40 
houses to the acre for a _ particular 
section. This is most undesirable,. so 
another safeguard is evolved—namely, 
that of prescribing the minimum area of 
land for the plot of each building’ unit, 
and ensuring sufficient space about the 
buildings: mo ae 
The proportion of land'/taken up by 
roads is a factor to be considered in this 
matter, for a very Wide road will Jessen 
the proportion of actual building land.

Where land 
‘is. expensive or scarce, 15 and even 20 
building units are allowed, and. these 
conditions are particilarly ‘applicable 
for areas of redevelopment. or . partly 
developed areas. (In the redevelopment 
areas in the . writer’s. own district 20 
building units per acre are allowed.) - 

Clause 35 indicates how this is dealt

Sub-clause (2) states that where a 
person having control of an _ existing 
building is willing to have it included in 
a land unit, or.that it. would, be unreason-

REFERENCE to the National House- 
Builders’ Registration Scheme. was made 
by Alderman H..E. Pitt (president of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers), speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Coventry and District Asso- 
ciation of Building Trades Employers. 
*T don’t think anything that the National 
Federation has ever done is likely to be 
more beneficial, not only to builders as 
individuals, but to the country at large,” 
said Alderman Pitt, and added that it 
was hoped that in the future public meet- 
tings would be held; to which people 
interested in civic welfare would be 
invited, and the whole of the proposals 
put before the public. 


Mr. E.' H.: Ford (City Engineer) drew a 
picture of a perfectly planned and- beautiful 
city of the future, one of the. keystones of 
which would be the opening out et Beoadigats 
to a. great. square, which would reveal the 
Cathedral and its “‘ magnificent and match- 
less’’ tower. ‘“‘ Personally I am- not pleased 
with our street architecture as it is developed 
to-day. I don’t think anybody is. One could 
wish that there would arise in Coventry a 
‘Nash of Regent-street,’ who could give us 
some co-ordination in our streét development. 
I feel,’’ he continued, “‘ that there is a grow- 
ing civic sense in the rising generation of our 
young architects, who deserve every en- 
couragement in ‘their ‘endeavours’ to: produce 
a city worthy of the great traditions of the 
distant t. Let us: have fine. and broadly 
desi, schemes in which we can from time 
to time, as we.can afford it, put: in.a worthy 
piece. I believe myself that Coventry is 
near the cross-roads, ‘There is a lot I grieve 
over, even in the past few years, but let us 
hope for larger minds and level-headed plan- 
ning, with a great vision in front of us, so 
that we do not, by lack of courage, do any- 
a that will check the consummation of our 
ideal.’’ 

For some time a Joint Committee of the 
Town Planning. Institute and the Institution 
of Municipal and County Engineers had been 
considering the redevel of the central 
areas, particularly in regard to slum clearance 
and street improvement works. The question 
arose as to what they were to build upon 
yee arineeg — were suitable ee re- 

velopment for housing purposes. here 
had been two or three schools of thought on 
the subject, and a ‘short time ago there was 
strong opinion that theré should be erected 
huge blocks of tenement buildings. The Com- 
mittee tried to find a formula to be applied 
to the density of the buildings. They came 
to the conclusion that the only sieatits stan- 
dard was the number of people who should 
be allowed to live on a prescribed area of 
land, and experience had shown that in order 


to secure sufficient air, sunlight . and ‘the “ 


ordinary amenities of life, it was. undesirable 
to attempt to place more than 100 persons 
per acre on a site. This meant a maximum 
density of houses between 20 and 25, depend- 
ing on the accommodation provided. 

e recent Overcrowding Act specified a 
definite number of persons per house, accord- 
ing to the superficial area of the rooms. 

orking these two factors in conjunction, 
there was no doubt that the ordinary house 
had a great advantage over a tenement dwell- 
ing for rehousing in central areas. This view 
was evidently now shared by the Ministry of 
Health. ‘‘ The enthusiasm a few years ago in 
certain quarters for the erection of tenements 


was, to my mind, a ‘ stunt,’ largely provoked -

WHY TIMBER PRICES 
HAVE RISEN 


‘ BY A TIMBER MERCHANT. 
HERE is no.world shortage of timb, 
up till now, has ibe tedenianient cena 
greatly affected the:demand. Yet, in common 
with almost every other commodity, the cost 
of building’ timber is increasing by leaps and 
bounds. The reason for this is quite simple 

After years of cut-throat competition, 
Russian Government and Scandinavian 
shippers have at last. combined to exploit the 
British timber market for all ‘it’ is worth 
The importing trade in this country, on the 
other hand; possessing little cohesion, pays 
whatever -is demanded and passes on the 
increase to the vainly protesting consumer 
through the normal ‘distributing channds, 
The usual argument advanced in defence of 
this attitude on the part of the. importers is 
that unless the extortionate demands: of the 
shippers are met, the whole of our normal 
consumption of wood can and will be diverted _ 
to and absorbed by the Continental countries, 
Some people will believe anything! -. 

It will be claimed that there is. now 
a wonderful opportunity for developing our 
Imperial timber resources—a very _ sound 
argument were it not for the regrettable fact 
that the Canadians have. thought fit ‘to take 
advantage of the situation to: advance their 
own prices to the extent of-about 50 per cent. 
since last. autumn—if’ anything, ‘a higher per- 
centage than the European increase, -~ 

The policy of the Russians this year has 
been to unload their stocks of timber by 
instalments. The first. block offered. was more 
or less reasonably priced ; the second showed 
a stiff advance; but the increases on the third 
schedule, recently issued, were positively 
breath-taking, and it is only by very slow 
degrees that this block of stock is being taken 
up. But it is being taken up, nevertheless. 

Meanwhile, the Scandinavian shippers have 
followed the lead set by the Russians, not 
realising that there is a catch in it. The 
catch is this. The owners of the Scandinavian 
forest-lands, following the recent course of 
events, have decided, not unreasonably, that 
they are. entitled to a share of the spoil 
Consequently, the sawmill proprietor wil 
find themselves forced to pay at formidable 
rates for their log requirements for. next 
season, and this will inevitably result in still 
higher price levels. 

Sooner or later the patience of the con 
sumer will become exhausted, there will bea 


‘serious decline in demand, and in consequence 


the importers will be forced to put up a fight. 
The Scandinavian shippers, having paid high 
prices for their logs, will soon reach the limt 
of any possible reduction in price. The 
Russian Government, on the other hand, being 
the owner of both sawmills and forests, will 
have no difficulty in undercutting their 
former allies to any degree found necessary 
in order to ensure capturing just as-much of 
the British market as they are in a ‘position 
to*cope with, whilst still: maintaining pres 
ata level satisfactory to themselves.

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MODERN RESEARCH ON 
BRICKWORK 


‘‘ Some Practical Aspects of Modern Re- 
search on Brickwork ’’? was the subject of a 
lecture given by Mr. L. W: Burridge, of ‘the 

lay Products “Technical Bureau, at the 
Burnley Technical Institute on March 18. 
The results of work at the Building Research 
Station, and: in kindred institutions abroad, 
provided the lecturer with material for a 
review of recent- progress in the science of 
brickwork construction. 

Taking the viewpoint of the comfort and 
security of the users of a building, the lec- 
tures discussed damp- and weather-exclusion, 
dealing in turn with investigations relating 
to foundations and. footings, the types of 
mortar .best. suited to eliminate: water-admit- 
ting joints in: brickwork, the merits of cavity 
wall construction, the treatment of openings 
and. tiled roof~construction: He described, 
for example, tests which have proved that 
the component of brickwork most vulnerable 
to damp. penetration is not the brick itself 
but the mortar joints, the damp-excluding 
powers. of which depend both on the use, of 
the. right type of mortar, and on its proper 
applicatién, 1.e,, on the skill of the brick- 
layer. He emphasised also the value of cavity 
construction in eliminating dampness due to 
the formation of capillary paths _bétween 
brick and mortar, such as make damp pene- 
tration possible in solid walls, either as a 
result’ of the original failure of the mortar 
to adhére ‘to the brick or of the shrinkage 
of the mortar on’drying. 

In reviewing investigations which have 
‘been carried out wpon brickwork regarding 
thermal transmission, the. lecturer again 
drew. attention to the value of cavity. con- 
struction;. mentioning in this connection the 
full-scale tests which are now’in progress at 
the Building Research Station in -order to 
ascertain the relative heat-insulating proper- 
ties of solid and cavity exterior walls. 

Passing on to a discussion of tests on the 
strength of brickwork, the lecturer: stressed 
the high safety factor of this type of con- 
struction and the importance of the present 
‘development of reinforced brickwork. ‘The 
resistance, of brick masonry to tensile and 
shearing stresses has been proved to depend 
more on the’ bond between the mortar and 
the brick than on the strength of the bricks 
themselves, and research has shown that it 
can be greatly enhanced by the insertion of 
reinforcement, either-as rods or mesh, -in the 
‘brickwork joints. The systematic study and 
development of reinforced brickwork, which 
was begun in India and has subsequently 
received close attention in the U.§.A.- and 
Japan, .are now being followed up in this 
country, and the lecturer referred his audi- 
ence to a bulletin published by ‘the Olay 
Products Technical Bureau for a full discus- 
sion on the subject. 


THE INSTITUTE OF PHYSICS 


-BIRMINGHAM ~~ CONFERENCE. 

Tue second Conférence on Industrial 
Physics was held by the Institute of Physics 
at Birmingham recently, when a number of 
addresses were given. Mr. F. H. Rolt, of 
the National Physical Laboratory, lecturing 
on the subject of ‘‘ Optical Gauges for 
Metrology and Engineering,” said that during 
the last twenty years or so there had been 
a very noticeable increase in the use of 
optical measuring instruments; not only in 
engineering laboratories, but also in inspec- 
tion departments and workshops. The initial 
tendency on the part of production engineers 
and inspectors to regard measuring tools 
with optical parts as being necessarily too 
scientific and fragile for use in their work 
gradually disappeared as it became more and 
more evident that such tools provided means 
for’ carrying out. certain, types of measure- 
‘ments ‘with greater facility and accuracy as 
compared: with the use of older mechanical 
methods. As an outstanding example, refer- 
ence might be made to the optical projection 


machine, which, in some form or other, was” 
a

to be found not only in the inspection depart- 
ment of almost every modern engineering 
works, but also in the tool-room, where it 
was used by the tool and gauge makers to 
assist. in the production of intricate form- 
tools and profile gauges. Operating on the 


same principle as the ordinary lecture lantern, - 


this type of machine enabled a profile to be 
projected on to a screen to a definite magni- 
fication, such as 50 times, where, by: compari- 
son with a similarly enlarged outline of the 
desired profile, any ‘errors could be readily 
seen and subsequently rectified: = ~ 
Various adaptations of this.machine were 
used for such ‘operations as gauging fine wire, 
examining the mesh of sieves, observing the 
quality’ of ~ surface-finish of metallic ng 
and enlarging the fine traces on celluloid pro 
duced bysuch instruments as’ vibrographs 
and extensometers. Fitted -with two projec- 
tion. lenses, the ‘ machine was used for 
gauging external screw threads in large 
quantities, with considerable saving of time 
and’ expense in replacement of worn gauges. 
The microscope also had been adapted io 
many purposes where fine measurements were 
required. Associated with micrometer 
screws or precision scales engraved on glass 
or untarnishable nickel-steel alloy, they were 
used: as travelling microscopes or on 
measuring machines for length gauges.
